House' at an early 'date and, it is believedi 
without; opposition from the democrats. 
] According to present intentions the El-, 
kins anti-trust bill which embodies one oE 
the. Attorney General's reccommendations, 
that rebates and cenceEsiouu'of nil kinds on 
transportation cbargeB.be prohibit ed^'wili 
be reported to the Seuato today. . It'is eald' 
by prominent senators tbatlbe.Elkins bill 
will probably paas.' The Immigration bill' 
is being pushed in the Senate and Senator 
Foirbands, who hoi the measure in charge, 
is confident that be will secure its passage.

At the end of sixty years the entire prop- 
erty of the Panama Railroad Company will 
revert to the United States.

"Government by injunction Is hot only 
hostile to' orgnnlzed labor, but it Is hos- 
tile to . constitutional liberty. v If the 
American. people do not check this arbi- 
trary power It will result In the annihi- 
lation of labor unions and then of nil 
other forms' of associations disliked by 
capitalists."

Upon the arrival of. the- let-' 
ters at the ISTilte House they are turned 
over, to a clerk w.hoBC sole duty is to 
open the envelopes and unfold the let- 
ters. The comiuunl cations next pass to 
a clerk who sorts' tlie missives. Many 
of the letters pertain to what might bo 
termed routine goyernmoutnl matters, 
and nre turned over to one or another of 
the executive departments, . The great 
bulk of the" President's nlall goes to his 
secretaries, and most of It they answer 
over their own signatures without trou*. 
tiling the bus}* chief magistrate with the 
matter. 

Doesn't ' Per n sc, Many. 
The President docs not peruse person- 
ally one-tenth of the 1 letters which are 
addressed to him. Indeed, fifty com- 
munications a day Is a. liberal estimate 
of the number, which comes under bla 
eye. , The .letters' .which, by -.reason of.. 
tbei&.seemlng importance or the doubt., 
orthe secretaries as to -their proper dis- 
position do Dually pass the gauntlet and 
come into the bands of the ^President 
himself are disposed in one of three ways, , 
In the eases of tnnby of them he turns 
the letters over to the secretaries with an 
Indication of the character of the^reply to 
be sent. To a few of the letfcra the * 
President dictates replies which he signs 
personally, and to a verj' limited num- 
ber of personal fricuds he pens cbnfiden- - 
tlol letters. 

Naturally Bucb Inacriptlons ns "Per- i 
Konnl" and "Private" cannot be regnrd* . [ 
ed In opening the White House mail/ but 
there arc ways -In Which the initiated' 
may insure their communication reach-' 
Ing the President personally. The' ap- 
proved plan is for the 'writer to place his 
initials or, name In autograph in the low-,' 
cr left hand corner of tlie envelope. For 
Instance, a confidential note from the" 
President's personal friend, Senator, 
Lodge, bears in the corner the- Initials 
IT. C. L. Id a majority of cases the* 
provisions of these safeguards is super- 
fluous for the clerk who opens the mail 
has come by experience to recognize In- 
stantly the handwriting of the relatives 
and intlmntcs of the chief executive, and. 
their letters go through, with out molesta- 
tion. Sometimes individuals not person- 
ally known to the President, but who 
have learned of the plan In vogue, seek . 
to reach li is ears by placing their Initials 
on a missive or occasionally even to rc- 
Bort to the rue of affixing the Initials of. i 
some one known to be close to the. chief 
magistrate. ■ 

Topics Bad, Fimny nnd Absurd. ; 
The topics discussed In* the White' 
House mall are varied. Some are sad, .. 
some humorous, others absurd. Many 
writers nppeni to the President for aid 
In securing them government berths, 
The "begRing letters" form a .vast pro- . 
portion, ranging all the way from the 
Importunities of professional beggars : 
to tho requests of churches and charl- ' 
table organizations socking subscriptions. ' 
It may be noted that every appeal 'for , 
aid which bears the slightest evidence of - 
possible wortblness Is turned over to some 
charitable organization In the community f 
from which It hns cmnnnted. Great quan- 
tities of anonymous letters are received 
and a BUrpti&lugly large mini her of ap- 
peals come from persons who seek to en- 
list the aid of the 'President in paying off 
mortgages. Finally there are the threat- 
ening nnd, "crnnk"i, letters of various.

Under 
the terms of the treaty tbo United States 
is to .secure to what amounts to perpetual 
control of* a strip of territory aismilea wide 
stretching from ocean to ocean and includ- 
ing the towns of Colon and Panama, and 
also acquires -tHe interest of Columbia in 
the Panama canal and railroad. In return 
for these concessions tbo United States is 
-to pay Columbia 810,000,000 and an annual 
rental of $50,000. It has been the amount 
of this rental that has delayed tbo negotia- 
tions, Columbia asking for six times the 
amount the United States was willing to 
"pay and making demands that were con- 
sidered preposterous, 

By the conclusion of this treaty a year or 
two of delay has been avoided and the con' 
struction of the canal will begin that much 
sooner. Action upon the treaty at the pros 
ent session of congress is expected, and ap- 
pearances indicate that this great national 
enterprise at last is fairly under way.

In view of the impending physical col- 
In [i.M! of John Sherman, President Mc- 
Kinley selected Judge Day at First As- 
sistant Secretary of-Stato after his elec- 
tion to' the presidency.
